Finding Speed-Rates of Insects. 
Experts of the United States De­ 
partment of Agriculture have Just been 
carrying out some tests to discover the 
speed-rates of different si*ecies of flies. 
In ii district of northern Texas 234,* 
(xx) 
flies 
of 
various 
species 
were 
caught, 
wore 
dusted

finely 
powdered red chalk, and were then 
liberated. 
Fly-traps, halted with food 
especially relished by flies, were placed 
ut men s ii red distances from the point 
of release. 
It was found that most 
Hies would travel distances up to 


1,000 feet In a few minute**, 
The 
house-fly covered over six miles lu less 
than LM hours. 
The maximum dis­ 
tance traveled by It in these experi­ 
m e n t s was 13.14 m ile s. 
Whether it made this siopplng-place 
lls permanent home or returned to­ 
ward the siarilug-point Is not recorded 
in the accounts that have api**imd.
